Top project of the lot is for 
was announced today by Coun- 
prior to award of contracts, it 
the paving of W. Normandie 
Rdwy. from Carson St. to 223rd 
St. Griffith Co. of Wilmington 
li apparently low bidder on 
this job, submitting an offer of 
?34,499, which was approxi­ 
mately 16 per cent below engi­ 
neer's estimates.

Property owners along this 
street will be assessed only a 
portion of this cost. Traffic 
Safety funds wil be made avail­ 
able to pay for a part of the 
paving. Owners petitioned for 
only half a street since there 
are no houses on the east side. 
State law permits assessment 
of only two feet .against railway 
property since that property 
can benefit only for drainage. 
Public funds will be used to 
pay the difference between the 
normal residenlial assessment 
and the cost of a full width 
improvement, Councilman Gib- 
son said.

Other Jobs
A similar contribution is be­ 

ing made for the improvement 
on Plaza Del Amo. Griffith also 
submitted a low hid on this 
project, offering to complete 
the work for $11,040, a figure

11 per cent under estimates. 
1'he improvement extends from 
Harvard Blvd. to Western Ave. 
and includes sidewalks, with 
curbs along railway property.

Kleppingcr Construction Co. 
submitted the low bid for con­ 
struction of 'lateral storm 
drains on Halldale Ave., be­ 
tween 212th St. and 214th St. 
which will empty into the coun­ 
ty flood control drain now un­ 
der construction. This project 
will be financed entirely from 
public funds, since it will drain 
an extensive area in the 
; 'Strip". The bid of $19,291 is 
well below the funds made 
available in this year's L.A. 
City Capital Improvement Pro­ 
gram, Gibson said.

Denker Ave. wil be Improv­ 
ed from 222nd to 223rd St. at a 
cos^t of $7361. McAmis and Bak­ 
er Constructors submitted the 
low offer, approximately 14 
per cent under engineer's esti­ 
mates.

Also under study Is a low bid 
of $4334 submitted by Macias 
Bros, of Los Angeles for the 
improvement of Harvard Blvd. 
between Plaza Del Amo and 
226lh St. This bid was approxi­ 
mately 12 per cent below esti­ 
mates.

Councilman Gibson said con­ 
tracts would be awarded with­ 
in the next three weeks and 
that work should be under way 
on 'all of the jobs by Dec. 1.
